1 . In response to the reference which requested information 
concerning significant highlights or trends not reported in responses 
to the Program Call, FY 1971-1975, the following information is 
provided: 

OCS Computer Equipment Plans 

The S&T program plan of 1 March 1969 indicated that a 
fourth IBM 360/65 system would be installed to support the batch 
service requirements of computer users. Since that time 
equipment planning has been refined and, instead of installing 
another IBM 360/65 system, further expansion of the three 
installed IBM 360/65 systems is planned during FY-70. For each 
of these systems, processor storage will be increased to 
1, 000, 000 bytes, disk capacity will be increased from 8 drives 
to 15, and additional channels will be installed. This change in 
plans was made to provide a better coat/benefits factor for 
computer service.
